New York, March 9.—The correspondent of the World at Shangha 
cables: “It is reported here that large bodies of Russian and Japanes+ troops 
met about 100 miles from Vladivostock aud that the Russians were deft ated,

New York, March 9.—The Times’ Chee Foo cable says: “Extensive 
earthworks are being throyn up nine miles south of Hai'Shing on the line 
from New Chwang to Liao Tung. Soon there will be an unbroken line of 
defences from Kai Ping on the Liao Turg gulf to south east of Neu Chwang. 
Several thousand Manciivrians have beon commandered by the Russian mil- 
itary authorities and are working night and day on defences under tae super- 
vision of Russian officers. 


Russian Squadron in Trouble. 


St. Petersburg, March 8.—The whereabouts of the Russian Vladi- 
vostock squadron is carefully guarded by the military authorities, but there is 
a strange impression here that whea the seven Japanese warships appeared 
off the harbor Sunday and yesterday the Russian squadron was outside, per- 
haps downthe coast, co-operating with the Russian land force, near the mouth 
of the Leea river, If the Russians were outside and the Japanese definitely 
ascertained the fact, a big sea fight is prabab!y imminent, as it is considered 
certain that the Japs in that case will lie on and off Viadiyostock to prevent 
the Russians returning. All the barbors surroundiug, which the Russians 
might seek, are frozen and the squadron must eventualiy be forced to return 
to Viadivosiock for coal.
